Poisoned Candy Sent to Girl. 


Through the agency of candy which 
had been dipped in poison, an uniden­ 
tified enemy sought the life of Miss 
Isabel 
Sparkes, soprano 
soloist at 
Christ church, the leading Episcopal 
congregation of Cincinnati, O. It is at 
this church that President Taft usually 
worships when in the city. 


Miss Spa* kes ate three pieces of the 
candy and became very ill. 
Her life 
was saved by the prompt ministra­ 
tions of the family physician. 
Miss 
Sparkes’ sister also partook of a piece 
of the candy and was made ill. 


It was several weeks ago that Miss 
Sparkes received the candy. City and 
federal detectives have been endeav­ 
oring to obtain a clue to the identity 
of the criminal. 


Miss Sparkes has recovered, but she 
is in constant fear that some enemy 
might take other means of injuring 
her. It is pointed out that the aim of 
the sender of the candy might have 
been the perm anent injury of the girl's 
vocal organs through inducing lock­ 
jaw, as the drug has that tendency. 


Powder Explosion Kills Fifty. 


Fifty persons were killed as the re­ 
sult of the explosion of 500 kegs of 
powder at Tampico, Mex. 
A ware­ 
house in which the powder was stored 
and several buildings adjacent were 
burned. 


The charred bodies of twenty-two of 
the victims already have been recov­ 
ered from the ruins. 


Three hundred persons are suffer­ 
ing from injuries and twenty of these 
probably will die. Many of the killed 
and injured were spectators lured by 
the burning building, Suddenly as they 
pressed closely there was a terrible 
detonation, which sent flying embers 
for many yards through the air. 


The explosion occurred during a flro 
which had evidently * been set by an 
incendiary. 
Persons of revolutionary 
sympathies are suspected.

Picking a vaccination wound with 
her finger nail proved fatal to Ida 
Stassalite, twelve years old, of Jessup, 
near Scranton, Pa. 
She died of lock­ 
jaw in the Midvalley hospital after a 
week of intense suffering. 


$25 For Each Baby Born. 


The Australian parliam ent has just 
voted to grant a prize to the parents 
of each child born in Australia. 
The 
measure passed on second reading and 
provides for a bonus of $25 for? each 
child. The native blacks and Asiatic 
residents of Australia will not benefit 
by the law. 


Theodore Roosevelt was shot and 
slightly wounded in Milwaukee, Wis.t 
as he was leaving his hotel for the Au­ 
ditorium, where he was to deliver his 
speech of the evening. 


His assailant, who later gave evi­ 
dence of dementia, gave his name as 
John Schrank, and his address as 370 
E ast Tenth street, New York. 


Before Schrank could fire a second 
time, Albert Martin, stenographer with 
the Roosevelt party, and 
Henry F. 
Cochems, former 
football player at 
Wisconsin university, gi'abbed Schrank. 
Colonel ltoosevelt stood beside the au­ 
tomobile which he had been about to 
enter when shot and directed the po­ 
licemen who were relieving Martin 
and Cochems from their struggles with 
Schrank. 
Mr. Roosevelt insisted on 
proceeding to the hall 
and 
going 
through with a t least a part of his 
speech. 


An examination of the wound by Dr. 
Eatton, of Milwaukee, and three other 
surgeons showed that the bullet* had 
entered the fleshy part of the right 
chest. 


The 
wound bled freely for some 
time, but Colonel Roosevelt said he 
was suffering no pain, and so far as 
could be learned there was no internal 
hemorrhage. 


The colonel was at first supposed to 
have escaped uninjured, for a moment 
after Schrank had wedged through the 
crowd and fired at hin^ Mr. Roosevelt 
smiled as if to reassure the people In 
turmoil that surged about him. 
He 
suddenly, however, put his hand under 
his coat and was seen to wince for an 
in sta n t Then he moved toward the 
automobile and stepped into it, said a 
word to his associates and the next 
moment the throng was making way 
for his machine and the automobile 
was whirling toward the Auditorium. 


The crowd that struggled about the 
assailant in front of Colonel Roose­ 
velt’s hotel after he had left for the 
hall took his departure to mean that 
he had been uninjured and the crowd 
cheered. But when he had reached the 
Auditorium and made his way amid 
great cheering to the front of the plat­ 
form those close to him could see a 
streak of red on his white waistcoat. 


"An attem pt has just been made to 
kill me," said the colonel to an au­ 
dience that had stifled its first cheers 
and now listened in absolute silence. 
“I am carrying the bullet in my body 
now, and teo I will have to cut my 
speech short.” 


Through the great throng th at had 
been crowding about the colonel's au­ 
tomobile in front of the hotel and 
cheering him as he was walking to­ 
ward it, the police after Colonel Roose­ 
velt had departed dragged Schrank in­ 
to the hotel. While Martin, the stenog­ 
rapher, and Cochems had been strug­ 
gling with him and later while the po­ 
lice were pulling him away from the 
crowd and into the lobby Schrank 
raved incoherently. 


Colonel Roosevelt in the meantime, 
after making the announcement in the 
hall that he had been shot and repeat­ 
ing it to the 
Progressives of 
Mil­ 
waukee and members of his own party 
that surrounded him was hurried away 
to the hospital, where it was said that 
he was growing weaker from Joss of 
blood. 


Schrank js a Socialist. From the al­ 
most incoherent tirade which he de­ 
livered after being arrested and from 
memoranda found* in his pocket it is 
evident that he has been following 
Colonel Roosevelt for at least a week. 
£jnong his effects was a momorandum 
showing the schedule of Colonel Ruose- 
velt's party, beginning with a speecn 
delivered in South Carolina on Sept. 
21. 


Tke crowd that surrounded Colonel 
Roosevelt's automobile in front of the 
Gilpatrick hotel, while dense in the 
!r icdiate Yicipity of the machine, 
was 
i.jt 
very large and therefore 
Iheer v t e few policemen to interfere 
with Schrank than if the gathering 
had been a larger one. The reception 
to Colonel Roosevelt up to the time 
of the shooting was the least demon­ 
strative of the entire tour. When he 
reached Milwaukee there was barely 
half a hundred people to greet him, 
because of the LaFollette sentiment it 
ia supposed. 


Colonel Roosevelt had been taken to 
the Gilpatrick hotel for dinner by a 
group of the Progressive leaders. The 
party hurried through the dinner so 
that Mr. Roosevelt could go directly to 


the Auditorium to deliver his speech. 
And as soon as coffee had been served 
Colonel Roosevelt, Martin O. K. Davis, 
Mr. Cochems and the others hurried 
out through the lobby to the waiting 
automobile. Mr. Cochems was walking 
closest to the candidate. A cheer from 
the faithful greeted Colonel Roosevelt 
as he stepped out into the street. Ho 
raised his hat and bowed to the right 
and left, while the police made a lane 
for him, and he had reached the step 
of his car and was climbing in when 
Schrank broke from the crowd and 
stepped to the side of the automobile. 


Colonel Roosevelt was just about to 
sit down when Schrank, now almost 
within reaching distance of the colo­ 
nel, drew a revolver and fired, seem­ 
ingly point blank 
at 
the 
coloners 
heart. 
The colonel was just letting 
go of the side of the auto to settle in 
the teuueau when the cheers of the 
crowd were silenced by the shot. 


Colonel Roosevelt stood up in the 
car uncertainly, turned about a bit as 
a man would who was hesitating about 
which way to go, and smiled reassur­ 
ingly, but £he next moment he was 
reaching under his coat and rubbing 
his right breast. 


The crowd, quickly recovering now 
from its first shock, rushed 
wildly 
upon 
Schrank. 
As the black mass 
closed in upon Schrank Colonel Roose­ 
velt sank back in the seat, and it was 
then he directed the chauffeur to hurry 
away to the hall. 


Some of those about the car and 
others still later in the hall were 
quick to note the blood spots on Colo­ 
nel Roosevelt's hand, which had been 
stained with his blood as he reached 
under his coat toward the wound. 


The manuscript of his speech had 
doubtless done much to save his life. 
W hen he had come upon' the platform 
at the Auditorium and drew the manu­ 
script from his pocket during his first 
few words, the torn sheets of paper, 
showing many stains of blood, showed 
also that the bullet had gone through 
the manuscript. 


“You see,” cried the colonel, holding 
up the manuscript so that his audience 
could see the bullet’s hole through the 
sheets of paper, “it takes more than 
that to kill a bull moose.” 


He 
attempted to go on with 
his 
speech then, but first he digressed to 
assure his audience that his wound 
was not serious. “Give all assurancee 
to Mrs. Roosevelt,” he called out, and 
he told friends that after he had de­ 
livered a t least a part of his talk he 
would submit to a thorough examina­ 
tion and have the bullet extracted. His 
B u rg e o n s in the meantime had consent­ 
ed to permit Mr. Roosevelt to proceed 
with hip talk. 


When the colonel advanced again to 
i 


make his speech he was greeted by an 
ovation the like of which seldom has 
been heard. 


After the coloners short address 
Dr. Eatton and members of the colo­ 
nel’s party closest to him accompanied 
the candidate to the hospital. 


At the hospital the doctors said that 
although Colonel Roosevelt's injury is 
serious, they did not think it danger­ 
ous. The doctors made immediate ar­ 
rangements to use the X-ray so as to 
locate the bullet exactly. From a su­ 
perficial examination, they said, they 
do not think the bullet pierced the 
lung. 


Schrank 
after 
shooting 
Colonel 
Roosevelt had a narrow escape from 
being lynched by the mob, who tried 
to drag him away from the police. As 
soon as the police, however, had got 
him clear of the mob that swirled 
about him they rushed Schrank to po­ 
lice headquarters. 


The police who were searching him 
first came across the memorandum of 
the Roosevelt tour and other notes 
which showed that Schrank had been 
following the colonel’s every move for 
some time. Next they drew from his 
pocket a proclamation which declared 
that 
'Roosevelt or any other 
man 
“seeking a third term as president” 
should be shot. 


"I was in the saloon business with 
my 
uncle in New 
York,” he said, 
“when Roosevelt was police commis­ 
sioner* Roosevelt closed out our sa­ 
loon, and I have hated 
him 
ever 
since.” 


An ordinary burner was placod on 
the pipe. The coroner found that the

Astors Pay $3,150,000 Inheritance Tax. 


A check for $3.150,000 was received 
by State Comptroller Sohmer in A1 
bany, N. Y., in payment of the ad­ 
vanced inheritance tax on the estate 
of the late Colonel John Jacob Astor, 
who perished on tho Titanic. 


The tem porary tax was paid at this 
time in orJer to obtain a 5 per cent 
rebate allowed by law if th^ tax is 
paid within dx months alter tho d<?ath 
of the decedent. This rebate is equiva 
lent to $155,000. The temporary tax 
represents an estate valued at abou* 
$75,000,000, although the final tax will 
not be fixed until after the estate hab 
been appraised. 


The payment of the $3,150,000 Is the 
largest inheritance tax paid in a single 
estate since, the enactment of the law 
twenty-seven years ago, and is nearly 
one-third as large as the entire tax 
collected during the fiscal year end 
Jng Sept. 30. 


The preliminary tax on the estates 
of the other victims of the Titanic dis* 
aster, including those of the late Isi 
dore Straus and Benjamin Guggen­ 
heim, has not yet been paid. The ex 
ecutors have until Oct. 15 to make 
the payment in order to benefit by the 
5 per cent rebate.

Interesting 
Experiments

by Young Massachusetts Inventor 
— Make-up of Apparatus. 


While others have been experiment­ 
ing with wireless telegraph appara­ 
tus adapted for use on aeroplanes and 
automobiles, Mr. I. Wolff, a young in­ 
ventor living in 
Cambridge,

CROP INCREASE BIG 


Total Value in U. S. in 1899 and 
1909 Compared. 


I Advance In Cereal Production Shows 
| 
Only 1.7 Per Cent., While the 
Rite In Coat Is About 79.8 
Per Cent. 


Washington.—The total value of the 
crops of continental United States in 
1909 w^as, in round numbers, $5,4S7,- 
000,000, as compared with $2,999,999,- 
000 in 1899. 
The increase was thus 
$2,48S,000,000 or S3 per cent., accord­ 
ing to a statement issued today by E. 
Dana Durand, director of the bureau 
of the census, department of com­ 
merce and 
labor. The 
tabulation* 
showing these total results were car­ 
ried on in the agricultural division of 
the bureau of the census, under the 
supervision of L. G. Powers, former 
chief statistician, and J. L. Coulter, ex­ 
pert special agent. 
The census has 
made no attempt to ascertain the to­ 
tal net value of farm products for 
1909, including both that of crops and 
animal products. 
Merely to add the 
value of these two groups of products 
together would Involve extensive du­ 
plication, since large quantities of the 
crops reported are fed to the animals 
on the farms and reported later as 
live stock products. 
It Is impossible 
to ascertain accurately the amount of 
such duplication, and the attempt to 
do so, which was made at the twelfth 
census, was not considered satisfac­ 
tory. For this reason the relative im­ 
portance of crops as a factor in the 
agricultural production of the United 
States cannot be determined precise­ 
ly- 


A large part of the extraordinary 
increase in the total value 
of farm 
crops between 1S99 and 1909 is attrib­ 
utable to higher prices. 
This might 
be inferred from the fact that, while 
the acreage of crops with acreago re­ 
ports increased only 9.9 per cent., the 
value of such crops increased 82 per 
cent. 
It also appears by comparing 
the percentages of increase in the 
quantity of 
the 
various 
individual 
crops with the percentages of increase 
in the value 
Thus, for all cereals ta­ 
ken together, the production increased 
only 1.7 per cent., while the value in­ 
creased 79.8 per cent.: for hay and 
forage the production increased 23 
per cent, and the value 70.2 per cent., 
and for cotton (not counting cotton 
seed) the production increased 11.7 per 
cent, and the value 117.3 per cent A 
more precise calculation of the aver­ 
age increase in unit values of crops 
has, however, been made by the cen­ 
sus bureau. 


For the individual crops for which 
both quantity produced 
and 
value 
were reported at both censuses, the 
average value per unit in 1899 was 
computed and this was multiplied into 
the quantity produced in 1909, thus 
showing the total value which wrould 
have been reported for each crop In 
1909 if the acreage value per unit had 
been the same as ten years earlier. 
For certain crops the values were not 
reported separately in 1899, and for 
certain other crops quantities were not 
reported at either census, but the anal­ 
ysis covers nine-tenths of the crops of 
the country as measured by value. 


The total reported 
value 
of 
the 
crops covered by the computation in 
1S99 was $2,691,979,000 and the total 
reported value of the same crops In 
1909 was $4,93*1,490,000, an increase of 
83.3 per cent. Had the prices of 1899 
prevailed, however, the value of these 
crops in 1909 would haye amounted to 
$2,962,35S,000, or an increase of only 
10 per cent, over 1899. The difference 
between $2,962,358,000 and $4,934,490,- 
000, or $1,972,132,000, represents the 
amount added to the value of these 
crops In 1909 by reason of increase in 
prices over those of 1899, the average 
percentage of increase in prices being 
thus 06.6. 


The figure just given, 10 per cent, as 
representing the excess of the value 
of the crops of 1909, on the basis of 
1899 values, over the values of the 
same crops in 1899, Is virtually a con­ 
solidated expression of the general in­ 
crease in the quantity of crops pro­ 
duced. 
Covering, as it does, nine- 
tenths of the crops of the country, it 
may properly be compared with the 
increase of 21 per cent, in the popula­ 
tion of the United States between 1900 
and 1910. 
As earlier statement show­ 
ed that the increase in the number of 
farms from 1900 to 1910 was 10.9 per 
cent, and the increase in the rural 
population, which includes places un­ 
der 2,500, in addition to the agricul­ 
tural population, was 11.2 per cent., 
the increase in urban population being 
34.8 per cent. 


Was 102 and Didn't Know It,

The work done by boys and girls of 
the public schools, shown in the ex­ 
hibit, is their 
regular 
class 
room 
work. 
The idea of the school author­ 
ities in the Philippines is 
to 
make 
every boy and girl 
who

even the primary course of study, an 
effective factor in the commercial af­ 
fairs O'? the community. 


Included in the exhibit is some of 
the finest embroidery, which was turn­ 
ed out by the pupils of the primary 
schools.

FIGHTING POPULATION GROWS. 


There are In the United States to^ 
day 20,473,684 men within the lighting 
age limit. 


While the total population of the 
country has increased during the dec­ 
ade 2t per cent, males of militia age 
have, In the same period, increased 
26.5 per cent, and as a consequence 
they constituted a somewhat greater 
proportion^of the total population In 
1910 than they did In 1900. 
Of the 
total population of both sexes and all 
ages In 1910, 22.3 per cent were males 
of militia age, the corresponding per­ 
centage for 1900 being 21.3. 


The fact that males of militia ago 
increased more rapidly than the total 
population is accounted for in part by 
immigration, which has been, during 
the last decade, to a greater degree 
than in earlier years, predominantly 
male. Among immigrants the propor­ 
tion eighteen to forty-four years of 
age greatly exceeds the proportion in 
those ages among natives, and conse­ 
quently the northern 
and 
western 
states to which immigrants chiefly go 
have, as compared with the southern 
states, a greater proportion of their 
population males of militia age. 


The eastern divisions, howevor, lose 
some part of their adult male popula­ 
tion by Immigration westward, and au 
effect of this westward migration ap­ 
pears 
in 
the 
higher 
percentages 
shown for the states of the Rocky 
mountain and Pacific coast regions. 


As compared with the general aver-« 
ago noted above for the country as a 
whole, of 22.3 per cent, males of mili­ 
tia age in 1910 formed 22.8 per cent 
of the total population in the four 
northern divisions taken together, 2S 
per cent in the two far western divi­ 
sions, and 19.9 per cent in the three 
southern divisions 
taken 
together.

northern states are with few excep­ 
tions close to the 
average 
for 
the 
country as a whole; in the far west­ 
ern states they are generally al>ove 
and in the southern states geneivUy 
below the average.

Christ church, the leading Episcopal 
congregation of Cincinnati, O. It is at 
this church that President Taft usually 
worships when in the city. 


Miss Spa-kes ate three pieces of the 
candy and became very ill. 
Her life 
was saved by the prompt 
ministra- 
tions of the family physician. 
Miss 
Sparkes' sister also partook of a piece 
of the candy and was made ill. 


It was several weeks ago that Miss 
Sparkes received the candy. City and 
federal detectives have been endeav- 
oring to obtain a clue to the identity 
of the criminal. 


Miss Sparkes has recovered, but she 
is in constant fear that some enemy 
might take other means of injuring 
her. It is pointed out that the aim of 
the sender of the candy might have 
been the permanent injury of the girl's 
vocal organs through inducing lock- 
jaw, as the drug has that tendency. 


Powder Explosion Kills Fifty. 


Fifty persons were killed as the re- 
sult of the explosion of 500 kegs of 
powder at Tampico, 
Mex. 
A war*^- 
house In which the powder was stored 
and several buildings adjacent were 
burned. 


The charred bodies of twenty-two of 
the victims already have been recov- 
ered from the ruins. 


Three hundred persons are suffer- 
ing from Injuries and twenty of these 
probably will die. Many of the killed 
and injured were spectators lured by 
the burning building, Suddenly as they 
pressed closely there was a terrible 
detonation, which sent 
flying 
embers 
for many yards through the air. 


The explosion occurred during a flro 
which had evidently • been set by an 
incendiary. 
Persons of revolutionary 
sympathies are suspected. 


Kills Husband and Herself, 


The corpi.es of M. A. Crosby, cashier 
of the Bank of Adel, Ga., and his wife 
were found in their bedroom by their 
six-year-old son. 


The woman was lying on the 
floor 
with a 38-callber revolver elapsed in 
her fingers and a bullet through her 
brain, Crosby was in bed, with 
the 
covers still drawn over him, and had 
met death by a shot In the right eye. 


At the Inquest It was decided that 
Mrs. Crosby had killed her husband 
as he slept and then killed herself. 


Buddep Insanity on the part of the 
woman caused the tragedy. 
Crosby 
waj8 the wealthiest man In this sec- 
tion of Georgia, and Mrs. Crosby tlras 
a social leader.

HOTEL 


Slightly Wounded In 
the 


ASSAILANT CAPTURED 


Theodore Roosevelt was shot 
and 
slightly wounded in Milwaukee. Wis. 
as he was leaving his hotel for the Au 
ditorium, where he was to deliver his 
speech of the evening. 


His assailant» who later gave evi 
dence of dementia, gave his name as 
John Schrank» and his address as 370 
East Tenth street, New York. 


Before Schrank could fire a second 
time, Albert Martin, stenographer with 
the Roosevelt party, and 
Henry F. 
Cochems, former 
football player 
at 
Wisconsin university, grabbed Schrank 
Colonel Roosevelt stood beside the au- 
tomobile which he had been about to 
enter when shot and directed the po- 
licemen 
who were 
relieving 
Martin 
and Cochems from their struggles with 
Schrank. 
Mr. Roosevelt insisted 
on 
proceeding to the hall 
and 
going 
through with at least a part of his 
speech. 


An examination of the wound by Dr. 
Eatton, of Milwaukee, and three other 
surgeons showed that the bullet had 
entered the 
fleshy 
part of the right 
chest. 


The 
v;ound bled freely for some 
time, but Colonel Roosevelt said he 
was suffering no pain, and so far as 
could be learned there was no internal 
hemorrhage. 


The colonel was at first supposed to 
have escaped uninjured, for a moment 
after Schrank had wedged through the 
crowd and fired at hiu\ Mr. Roosevelt 
smiled as if to reassure the people In 
turmoil that surged about him. 
He 
suddenly, however, put his hand under 
his coat and was seen to wince for au 
instant. Then he moved toward 
the 
automobile and stepped into it, said a 
word to his associates and the next 
moment the throjig was making way 
for his machine and the 
automobile 
was whirling toward the Auditorium. 


The crowd that struggled about the 
assailant in front of Colonel Roose- 
velt's hotel after he had left for the 
hall took his departure to mean that 
he had been uninjured and the crowd 
cheered. But when he had reached the 
Auditorium and made his way amid 
great cheering to the front of the plat- 
form those close to him could see a 
Btreak of red on his white waistcoat. 


"An attempt has just been made to 
kill me.'* said the colonel to an au- 
dience that had stifled its first cheers 
and now listened in absolute silence. 
"I am carrying the bullet in my body 
now, and teo I will have to cut my 
speech short." 


Through the great throng that had 
been crowding about the colonel's au- 
tomobile in front of the hotel 
and 
cheering him as he was walking to- 
ward it, the police after Colonel Roose- 
velt had departed dragged Schrank in- 
to the hotel. While Martin, the stenog- 
rapher, and Cochems had been strug- 
gling with him and later while the po- 
lice were pulling him away from the 
crowd 
and 
into the lobby 
Schrank 
raved incoherently. 


Colonel Roosevelt in the meantimo, 
after making the announcement in the 
hall that he had been shot and repeat- 
ing it to the 
Progressives of 
Mil- 
vraukee and members of his own party 
that surrounded him was hurried away 
to the hospital, where it was said that 
he was growing weaker from loss of 
blood. 


Schrank Is a Socialist. From the al- 
most incoherent tirade which he de- 
livered after being arrested and from 
memoranda found* in his pocket It is 
evident that he has been following 
Colonel Roosevelt for at least a week. 
Among his effects was a momorandum 
showing the schedule of Colonel Ruose- 
velt's party, beginning with a speecn 
delivered in South Carolina on Sept, 
21. 


Tke crowd that surrounded Colonel 
Roosevelt's automobile in front of the 
Gilpatrick hotel, v/hile dense in the 
!r 
icdiate vicinity 
of 
the 
machine, 
was 
i.Jt 
very large and 
therefore 
Iheer 
-e few policemen to interfere 
with Schrank than if the 
gathering 
had been a larger one. The reception 
to Colonel Roosevelt up to the time 
of the shooting Avas the least demon- 
•trative of the entire tour. When he 
reached Milwaukee there was barely 
half a hundred people to greet him, 
»ecause of the LalToli^tle sentiment it 


supposed. 
Colonel Roosevelt had been taken to 
the Gilpatrick hotel for dinner by a 
group of the Progressive leaders. The 
party hurried through the dinner so 
that Mr. Roosevelt could go directly to

the Auditorium to deliver his speech. 
And as soon as coffee had been served 
Colonel Roosevelt. Martin O. K. Davis, 
Mr. Cochems and the others hurried 
out through tlie lobby to the waiting 
automobile. Mr. Cochems was walking 
closest to the candidate. A cheer from 
the faithful greeted Colonel Roosevelt 
as he stepped out into the street. 
Ho 
raised his hat and bowed to the right 
and left, while the police made a lane 
for him, and he had reached the step 
of his car and was climbing in when 
Schrank broke from the crowd 
and 
stepped to the side of the aytomobile. 


Colonel Roosevelt was just about to 
sit down when Schrank, now almost 
within reaching distance of the colo- 
nel. drew a revolver and fired, seem- 
ingly point blank 
at 
the 
coloners 
heart. 
The colonel was just letting 
go of the side of the auto to settle in 
the teuuftau when the cheers of the 
crowd were silenced by the shot. 


Colonel Roosevelt stood up in the 
car uncertainly, turned about a bit as 
a man would who was hesitating about 
which way to go, and smiled reassur- 
ingly. but yhe next moment he was 
reaching under his coat and rubbing 
his right breast. 


The crowd, quickly recovering now 
from its first shock, rushed 
wildly 
upon 
Schrank. 
As the black mass 
closed in upon Schrank Colonel Roose- 
velt sank back in the seat, and it was 
then he directed the chauffeur to hurry 
away to tlie hall. 


Some of those about the car and 
others 
still later 
In the hall 
were 
quick to note the blood spots on Colo- 
nel Roosevelt's hand, which had been 
fitained 
with his blood as he reached 
under his coat toward the wound. 


The manuscript of his speech had 
doubtless done much to save his life. 
W^hen he had come upon' the platform 
at the Auditorium and drew the manu- 
script from his pocket during his 
flrst 
few words, the torn sheets of paper, 
showing many stains of blood, showed 
also that the bullet had gone through 
the manuscript. 


"You see," cried the colonel, holding 
up the manuscript so that his audience 
could see the bullet's hole through the 
sheets of paper, "it takes more than 
that to kill a bull moose." 


He 
attempted to go on with 
his 
speech then, but first he digressed to 
assure his audience that his wo<md 
was not serious. "Give all assurancee 
to Mrs. Roosevelt," he called out, and 
he told friends that after he had de- 
livered at least a part of his talk he 
would submit to a thorough examina- 
tion and have the bullet extracted. His 
surgeons in the meaiatime had consent- 
ed to permit Mr. Roosevelt to proceed 
with his talk. 


When the colonel advanced again to 
make his speech he was greeted by an 
ovation the like of which seldom has 
been heard. 


After the 
colonel's 
short 
address 
Dr. Eatton and members of the colo- 
nel's party closest to him accompanied 
the candidate to the hospital. 


At the hospital the doctors said that 
although Colonel Roosevelt's injury is 
serious, they did not think it danger- 
ous. The doctors made immediate ar- 
rangements to use the X-ray so as to 
locate the bullet exactly. Fram a su- 
perficial examination, they said, they 
do not think the bullet pierced 
the 
lung. 


Schrank 
after 
shooting 
Colonel 
Roosevelt had a narrow escape from 
being lynched by the mob, who tried 
to drag him away from the police. As 
soon as the police, however, had got 
him clear of the mob that 
swirled 
about him they rushed Schrank to po- 
lice headquarters. 


The police who were searching him 
first came across the memorandum of 
the Roosevelt tour and other 
notes 
which showed that Schrank had been 
following the colonel's every move for 
some time. Next they drew from his 
pocket a proclamation which declared 
that 
'Roosevelt 
or any other 
man 
"seeking a third term as president" 
should be shot. 


"I was in the saloon business with 
my 
uncle In New 
York," he said, 
"when Roosevelt was police commis- 
sioner, Roosevelt closed out our sa- 
loon, and I h9,ve hated 
him 
ever 
fince." 


An ordinary burner was placed on 
the pipo.

Money at Lower Rates. 
Radical legislation in favor of the 
American farmer and conaunier as 
means of solving the question of the 
high coat of living was urged by Près 
Ident Taft in a letter to the governoi-e 
of all the states. 


President Taft proposes to reduce 
the cost of foodstuffs on the American 
dinner table by reducing the cost to 
the farmer of producing his 
crops. 
This would bo done by establishing IN 
the Interest of the farmer a ilnancial 
machine which would give him accès 
to all the money centers of the world 
and afford him credit at greatly re 
duced rates and upon more advanta- 
geous terms than ho now reòelvos, 


Tho president recommends the en- 
actment of laws by congress permit 
ting the organization of national land- 
mortgage banks to be operated under 
government supervision, with power to 
guarantee and market the guaranteed 
debenture 
bonds 
of the 
state 
land 
mortgage banks or co-operative socle 
ties Is favored. 


The 
farmçrs of the country 
pay 
over a half billion dollars 
interest 
yearly, the president says, which aver 
ages 8% per cent, counting commis 
sions and renewal charges, against 3% 
and iVz per cent paid in Germany or 
Prance. 


The complete development of our 
agricultural 
resources 
which 
this 
would make possible, thinks President 
Taft, would go a long way tux^ard set- 
tling the problem of the high cost of 
living. 


*'What this plan offers," writes Pres- 
ident Taft, "is a means to secure this 
country greater productivity at 
less 
cost from the farms that are now un- 
der cultivation, and, above all, to give 
us more farms and more farmers." 


The plan suggested is ba^od upon 
the principles of agricultural co-opera- 
tive credit now in use in practically 
every country of 
Europe. 
Uniform 
state legislation, in the opinion of the 
president, is essential to the success- 
ful adoption of this plan, and he has 
Invited the governors of all the states 
to a conference upon this subject at 
the time of the annual meeting of 
governors in Washington in December, 
"Were not the Interval so short," 
writes President Taft, '*my conviction 
of 
the 
importance 
of 
this 
subject 
would compel me to invite you to a 
conference at a still earlier date." 


President Taft bases his recommen- 
dations on reports submitted by the 
American 
cllpl .t 'atic oflicers In 
Eu- 
rope, v/br ) ve, since last March, been 
engaged 
in an investigation of 
îhis 
question and upon the special report 
of Ambassador Myron T. HerrIck, who 
has made a study for years of 
the 
question 
of 
adopting 
co-operative 
credit In the United States. 


Astors Pay $3,150,000 inlierltance Tax. 


A check for $3.150,000 was received 
by State Comptroller Sohmer in A1 
bany, N, Y., In payment of the ad- 
vanced Inheritance tax on tho os:ate 
of the late Colonel John Jacob Astor, 
v.'ho perished on tho Titanic. 


The temporary tax was paid at this 
time in orJer to obtain a 5 per cent 
rebate allov/ed by law if thn tax Is 
paid within ¿lix months alter the d<?ath 
of the decedent. This rebate is equiva- 
lent to $155,000. Tho temporary 
tax 
represents an estate valued at abou^ 
$75,000,000, although the final tax will 
not be fixed until after the estate hab 
been appraised. 


The payment of the $3,150,000 is the 
largest Inheritance tax paid in a single 
estate since, the enactmejit of tho law 
twenty-seven years ago, and is nearly 
one-third as large as the entire tax 
collected during the fiscal year end 
Jng Sept. 30. 


The preliminary tax on the estates 
of the other victims of the Titanic dis- 
aster, including those of the late Isi 
dore Straus 
and 
Benjamin 
Guggen- 
heim, has not yet Ijeen paid. Tho ex 
ecutors have until Oct. 15 to make 
the payment In order to benefit by the 
5 per cent rebate.

ARRESTING FLIGHT OF TIME

Good Whaling in the Pacific. 


Five hundred whales thus far in tho 
season, thirteen of them sperm whales, 
is the wonderful record made since 
the beginning of the season, according 
to Captain Shadforth of the steamer 
Grey, tender for the Canadian North- 
ern Pacific Fisheries company, which 
maintains a number of whaling sta- 
tions along the coast of British 
Co- 
lumbia. 
0 


In addition to the 500 males caught 
at the three stations there are many 
hundreds which 
have 
been 
caught 
along the coast by other 
companies 
and by American and Norwegian con- 
cerns in Alaska waters. 
It 
is 
be- 
lieved that before the season is over 
at- least 2,000 whales will have been 
caught on the north Pacific coast. 


The 
huge 
number 
of 
mammals 
caught in such a short period is a di- 
rect contrast to the old methods 
of

WIRELESS FROM A BICYCLE 


lnt(re«t(na 
Experlmentt 
Conducted 
hy Young Maatachutetts Inventor 
—Make-up of Apparatus. 


While others have been experiment- 
ing with wireless telegraph 
appara- 
tUB adapted for use on aeroplanes and 
automobiles, Mr. I. AVoIff. a young in- 
ventor living in 
Cambridge. 
Mass., 
Has been endeavoring to' develop 
a 
Bystem that can be used successfully 
on a bicycle. 
He has succeeded In 
maintaining 
communication 
between 
his own wheel and that of an associ- 
ate threi and one-quarter miles away. 
This communication 
was 
obtained 
without a ground, for 
the 
rubber 
tires insulated 
the 
apparatus 
com- 
pletely from the earth. 
For an aerial, 
he uses three double spreads of phos- 
phor bronze wire, each 12.5 feet long. 
Joined in one loop at the top of a ten- 
foot mast, which is tied to the back 
of the bicycle. The sending apparatus 
comprises an Induction coll giving a 
three-inch spark, a series of Leyden 
jar condensers connected in multiple, 
a battery secured under 
the.instru- 
ment board, and a sending key. 
The 
receiving set comprises a tuning coil 
of variable inductance, a silicon de- 
tector. and a receiver wound to 2,000 
ohms resistance. 
For the aerial, 
a 
three-wire single spread of phosphor 
bronze is 
used. 
Experiments 
with 
this apparatus were inducted at night 
in order to avoid too much publicity. 
The greatest distance was obtained at 
the hour of 2 a. m.

10 per cent, as 
representing the excess of the value 
of the crops of 3909. on the basis of 
1899 values, over the values of the 
same crops in 1899. is virtually a con- 
solidated expression of the general in- 
crease in the quantity of crops pro- 
duced. 
Covering, as it 
does, 
nine- 
tenths of the crops of the country, it 
may properly be compared with the 
increase of 21 per cent, in the popula- 
tion of tlie United States between 1900 
and 1910. 
As earlier statement show- 
ed that the increase in the number of 
farm« from 1900 to 1910 was J 0.9 per 
cent, 
and the increase in tho rural 
population, which includes places un- 
der 2,500. in addition to the agricul- 
tural population, was 13.2 per cent., 
the increase In urban population being 
34.8 per cent.

For this reason the relative im- 
portance of crops as a factor in the 
agricultural production of the United 
States cannot be determined precise- 


A large part of the 
extraordinary 
Increase in the total value 
of farm 
crops between 1899 and 1909 is attrib- 
utable to higher prices. 
This might 
be inferred from the fact that, while 
tho acreage of crops with acreago re- 
ports increased only 9.9 per cent., the 
value of such crops increased 82 per 
cent. 
It also appears by comparing 
the percentages 
of increase 
in 
the 
quantity of 
the 
various 
individual 
crops with the percentages of increase 
in the value 
Thus, for all cereals ta- 
ken together, the production increased 
only 3.7 per cent., while the value in- 
creased 79.8 per cent.: for hay and 
forage the 
production 
increased 
23 
por cent, and the value 70.2 per cent., 
and for cotton (not counting cotton 
seed) the production increased 11.7 per 
cent, and the value 117.3 per cent.
